THE M RISTS’ DUTY. 

All that the farmer asks in return for 
this provilege is that those using his land 
should exercise the necessary care to pre- 
vent any .loss or damage to his crops, 
stock or graging. “We are all aware of 
the abnormally dry weather that has pre- 
vailed alf over the country for the past 
three months. “The winter has been #6 
mild that growth barely ceased in the 
winter, ‘ana the undergrowth remaining 
long and ‘petoming parched has created a 
greater mémace of woodland and mountain 
fires than has existed for the past half 
century. I would, therefore, appeal to 
all motorists to see to it that they, or 
those accompanying them, will not be the 
innocent source of any mountain or wood- 
land fire ‘during the coming days. 
Generally speaking, the car owner is care- 
| ful because he belongs to that class of 
citizen who recognises a civic responsi- 
bilitv and abhors destruction of scenic 
beauty, valuable timber or bird life. Fires 
causing such dam are’ always due to 
carelessnéss, and while most of the “ old 
hands ” do not fail to overlook “the im- 
portance of putting beyond doubt the 


chance of a fire occurring after they have 
left the camping ground, the new-comer 
may not be so careful and appreciate the 
responsibility that attaches to the light 
ing of a wayside fire, 

HOW TO AVOID DAMAGE. 

Thus if it is found necessary to boil a 
kettle on a faggot fire the only safe place 
to light the fire is on the bare ground, 
or, if in a wood, on the adjacent roadside. 
To light a fire in a place covered with 
bracken, furze or other growths, is to 
imvite an outbreak of fire long after the 
erga have left the ground. To leave 

ot embers uncovered is a very serious 
menace. It takes but a few minutes to 
cover them up securely with earth after 
the fire has been extinguished. The cover- 
ing of earth is an added protection in 
case of a small piece of smouldering 
faggot, which unobserved increases 
through the fanning of a breeze. The 
end of a lighted cigarette thrown from 
a car, or the live ashes from a pipe when 
passing a wood, are frequently the cause 
of outbreaks, and should also be avoided. 
Bottles, tin containers and other debris 
should not be left lying about; they 
should also be buried. 

MAKING THE HOLIDAY HAPPIER 

FOR EVERYONE. 

Everyone will be happier and better for 
their holiday if they observe the following 
tips on road courtesy. If a slow driver 
keep over to the left, and make way for 
overtakers without waiting for a signal. 
When inviting the other driver to pass 
do not increase your speed; and don’t 
cut in. Don’t pull up at a crossing to 
ask a pointeman or a patrol the way, but 
stop at the street or roadside, and walk 
over. to him. Neither stop at road- 
bends or road junctions. 

Giye the cyclist his share of the road 
(and cyclists please reciprocate). 
carefully. over mioorlands, 
may be cc “pi Look out for cattle and 
sheep on the roads, and pass dogs as you 
would a pedestrian. . Be, sure to give 
the recognised signals, particularly when 
going out of the direct line of traffic, and 


do not forget «to reduce speed and blow | 
your horn when approaching a cross-roads | 


or a side road. 
TWO RULES WHICH PREVENT 
ACCIDENTS. 

The tale of road accidents would be 
reduced almost to vanishing point if all 
motorists were to adopt two simple rules: 
(1) Always drive on the left ón the crown 
of the road, and instantly pull right over 
to the left when a horn is sounded 
indicating from behind a faster car; and 
(2) never overtake on or approaching a 
blind curve or corner, or when a cross- 
road or a road junction lies close ahead. 
I would like to add just one other very 
useful rule:..Never overtake and then cut 
in to avoid a Vehicle approaching from 
in front.

Wild Cattle.

HOW IBSEN WORKED. 


Two highly interesting notebooks bearing 
upon “‘ Hedda Gabler” have been discovered 
among the papers of Henrik Ibsen’s only son. 
So little has been left to show Ibsen's methods 
of. work that these notes may become of the 
highest importance, and the result of Dr. 
Koht’s investigations will be awaited with 
impatience by those who still take a scholarly 
interest in Ibsen's plays. Dr. H. Koht, who 
is a professor of history in Oslo University 
and a biographer of Ibsen, is now engaged 
in editing the new notes for the ‘‘ Centennial 
Edition’ of Ibsen’s works, and it is probable 
that they will be made available in English 
simultaneously with theif publication in Oslo. 
From a preliminary investigation Dr. Koht 
seems to believe that Ibsen occupied himself 
with the fact that many women thought 
themselves to be the model for “ The Lady 
from the Sea,” it may be that he used 
the idea im amtiother form for ‘‘ Hedda 
Gabler.”

The Evening News (London) says :—Mr.

It is quite unnecessary, however, to stress 
this rather exacerbating point. There 
remains the economic consideration. which 
is the most important of all. The Irish 
Free State is going to remain a well- 
behaved member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, because it must either 
sell its goods to Britain or shut up shop, 
and the terms on which Britain buys are 
that the Irish Free State stays politically 
exactly where it is now.

MR: $ H. THOMAS, Secretary of State for the Dominions, visited the King at Buckingham 

alace yesterday morning, and remained in audience with His Majesty in his private apart- 
ments for half-an-hour. He discussed with the King the Free State Government 's communication on 
the question of the abolition of the Oath of Allegiance. 


After his intétview with the K ing, ‘Mr. Thomas went to 10 Downing street, where a meeting of the 
Cabinet was held to consider the situation, at there the terms of the statement, made in the House 
of Commons later in the day by Mr. Thomas, were drawn up. 


In this statement Mr. Thomas said :— 


IT IS MANIFEST THAT THE OATH IS AN INTEGRAL PART OF THE 
TREATY, MADE TEN YEARS AGO BETWEEN .THE TWO COUNTRIES, AND 
HITHERTO HONOURABLY OBSERVED ON BOTH SIDES."’ 


On the subject of land annuities, Mr. Thomas, after stating that he had received no official com- 
munication from the Free State Government, proceeded :— 


“ THE IRISH FREE STATE GOVERNMENT ARE BOUND, BY THE MOST 
FORMAL AND EXPLICIT UNDERSTANDING, TO CONTINUE TO PAY THE LAND 
ANNUITIES TO THE NATIONAL DEBT COMMISSIONERS. i 


FAILURE TO DO SO WOULD BE A VIOLATION OF THE AGREEMENT 
WHICH IS BINDING IN LAW AND HONOUR ON THE IRISH FREE STATE, WHAT- 
EVER ADMINISTRATION IS IN POWER, IN EXACTLY THE SAME WAY AS THE 
TREATY ITSELF WAS BINDING ON BOTH COUNTRIES."* 


The British Government's reply to the Free State Government's intimation is expected to be 
issued for publication to-day. The decision to send a reply was taken at yesterday's meeting of the 


Cabinet.

Irishmen 
have now the right of entry into British 
and Imperial public services. They also 
come in surprising numbers to England, 
Wales and Scotland, as unskilled and 
skilled labourers and professional men. 
There is an appreciable, but far smaller, 
emigration across the Channel into Ire- 
land. That free interchange of hands, 
brains and experience is, in our view, a 
thoroughly healthy process, beneficial to 
all concerned. It would be well if, be- 
fore the atmosphere becomes heated, Mr. 
de Valera could be made to realise the 
full implications of the separatist policy.

AN IMPORTANT 
INVESTIGATION. 


STUDY of exceptional importance in 
A its bearing upon the agricultural 
situation.is the latest (monthly) issue 
of. Farm Economica, from the Department of, 
Agricultural Economies and Farm Manage- 
ment, New York State College of Agriculture 
(Cornell University). This particular issue 
contains information on several matters vital 
to the future of farming.“ Here we can’ only 
deal with one or two aspects of the problems 
it presents, and, in particular, the reactions 
which are taking place between gold, prices 
and the farmer. There is a quite niwral 
reluctance on the part of farmers, and indeed 
of the public generally, to examine or even 
consider these urgent questions. . They are 
primarily, it is felt, matter. for experts, and 
even the .experts disagree frequently and 
completely in interpreting the facts. These 
facts, too, are very .difficult. for the layman 
to interpret. Meanwhile prices either fluc- 
tuate with such violence and rapidity that 
the uníortunate farmer does not know where 
he stands, or they continue steadily to 
decline, and numerous, panaceas to check the 
decline are tried in vain. 


Tariffs and Future Prices: A 
Warning. 


The sections of the issue before us of 
immediate rélevance to farming here discuss

and thoroughness, and their conclusions 
demand consideration, particularly at a time 
when a change of Free State Government, 
coinciding with a change iu the farming 
policy of Britain, has raised large expecta- 
tions. of the results to be anticipated if we 
start out upon a policy of high protection, 
especially if mutual preferences are arranged 
between this country and Great Britain.

The 7 -«t 
effects of gold slumps and gold booms are con- 
sideréd in this study, and the minute infor- 
mation given, if taken in connection with Sir 
William Dampier’s investigations dhto uhe -e- 
lationship between. farm prices and the 
scarcity or abundance of gold in the world, 
makes it perfectly clear that farmers who 
imagine they. consider only’ the supply 
and demand of a particular commodity, in.a 
particular fair or market, when they calcv- 
late the reasonable prices for sale or purchase 
of pigs or cattle, are leaving out of account 
the world’s balance sheet of gold and credit— 
that is to say, of current money. © To quote 
the writers: “ Price is a ratio of the supply 
of and demand for goid” to the supply of 
and demand for a commodity. . The 
movements .of the price level are primarily 
due to monetary factors. Mere adjustment of 
the wheat’ acreage does not solve this pro- 
blem."” And therein lies a moral for our 
own State.

TURKEY REARING, 


. NEED FOR CAREFUL 
MANAGEMENT, 


F the end of the present year sees condi- 
| tions in the English market similar to 
those of last Christmas, then it will be a 
good time for the turkéy producer. Conse- 
quently everything possible should be done to 
ensure that the birds will be of a high 
standard. A few weeks of careful fattening 
and finishing before marketing will not 
counteract to any great degree defects in 
rearing and management during the early 
stages. The correct method must be pur- 
sued right from the start, if success is hoped 
for, and if the aim be healthy, plump, good- 
quality birds. 

One inviolable rule in turkey production is: 
Never breed from immature or nearly related 
stock birds. If the parents are not perfectly 
healthy, well-developed birds, the progeny 
will be heavily handicapped, and rearing 
troubles numerous. The best results are 


third year, and a well-grown, early-hatched 
cockerel, or, if this is impracticable, a male 
bird in his second or third year, may be 
mated with healthy, well-matured pullets. 
Stock birds, unless specially valuable, are not 
recommended. for use after a third season. 
It is advisable to introduce fresh male birds 
from reliable strains each poor’ eight to 
twelve hens is the usual allowance to each 
male bird, though a vigorous bird, if not 
allowed to run with the hens, may suffice for 
about twenty. To ensure perfect health, the 
stock birds should be kept in lean, active | 
condition; very large or over-fat birds are not 
as a rule good breeders. i 


Hatching and Rearing. 


The natural, rather than artificial methods 
of incubation and rearing, is advocated for 
turkeys, though often for various reasons 
it is found necessary to hatch artificially. 
Such a method would need to be undertaken 
by experienced persons, as the little turkey 
chicks need. careful watching. Under. expert 

ement there would be nothing to fear, 
but the average poultry-keeper nature's 
way is best. The real mother can be trusted 
to provide the extra brooding necessary for 
the first few weeks of their existence and to 
train them to pick much valuable natural 
f 


In the main the general treatment for 
young turkeys is similar to that for chickens, 
except that they need more attention in the 
a stages. 

ey may be given their first feed after 
they are twenty-four hours hatched; never 
attempt to feed previous to the expiration 
of this period, as thereby hangs disaster. 
After this they will require to be fed at 
intervals of about two hours for the first 
fortnight or so, in order to set them well on 
their feet. The first feed should consist of 
light and easily-digested food, such as eggs 
in some form, diluted with bread crumbs 
or such. A suitable recipe is to beat up an 
“ES and add about a teacup oí milk and 
the finely crushed shell of the egg. Cook 
this by standing in hot water until set. 
Dry off as much as is required at a time 
with: tome fine breadcrumbs or oatmeal, 
forming it into a crumbly mash. After 
about the second day finely chopped greens 
should be mixed with the soft food. Chives, 
onion. tops, lettuce or chopped young grass 
are all excellent for this purpose; after the 
second week chopped nettles or cabbage can 
be used. 


Avoid Over-feeding. 


A frequent fault is the inclination to give 


too much egg-food and to neglect supplying 
bone-forming material. The result of feed- 
ing highly-concentrated foods is that the 


chicks develop ‘“‘cramp’’ or leg weakness. 
As an alternative to the egg-iood in the 
early stages, give bread steeped and 
squeezed fairly dry out of milk and mixed 
with a little oatmeal. or biscuit meal, soaked 
with milk or water. When they are about 
three weeks old the turkey chicks should be 
put on to plainer foods, such as porridge 
made of equal parts Indian and oat meal, 
finely flaked cooked maize moistened with 


skim milk and dried off with oatmeal, 
or a porridge of oatmeal and cheap 
uality rice may also be given. 


urkeys quickly tire of the same food, so 
variety should be provided as a stimulant to 
the appetite. Where possible, the idge 
should be made in milk, or a handful of curds 
could be added at feeding-time. From the 
age of three weeks a dry-feed mixture should 
be provided the last thing at night; it could 
consist of pin-head oatmeal, small wheat, or 
a reliable mixture. Once the egg-feeding is 
discontinued a liberal supply of skim milk 
should be given, or if not available a little 
of Sa very best fish-meal or meat, and hone 
meal. 


Other Essentials. 


Besides strict attention to detail] in the 
matter of feeding, other essentials for the 
successful rearing of turkeys are: clean, un- 
tainted ground, ample free range, and 
sufficient shelter from rain and cold winds. 
The birds may be kept in a small grass run 
for about four weeks, but if it becomes in 
the least foul, they should he. removed to 
fresh ground. Damp and wet are very in- 
— to the young birds, and they should 

kept out of long, wet grass until about 
six weeks, after which time they are practi- 
cally “ out of danger.” Once permitted per- 
fect liberty they should thrive splendidly on 
the natural food obtained in their rambles. 
After this about three feeds a day will be 
sufficient—two of soft food, such as fresh 
vegetables boiled with small wheat or barley 
and dried off with bran, and the last feed of 
corn. All should be given in troughs, and 
the surplus cleared away after each meal. 
Grit is essential from the start to help the 
digestive organs, so be sure to provide it.

LESSONS OF THE. FAT 
STOCK SHOWS. 


A 


winter fat stock shows have had a 
great influence in improving our breeds 
and crosses of meat stock. Every year 

they demonstrate’ to feeders the changing 


needs of the public, and make it clear that 
the over-weighty and excessively fat exhibits 


the leading shows most of the cattle are now 
below two years of age, and, apart from baby 
beeves, they usually scale from 11 to 13 cwt., 
représenting the '“ handy weights.” preferred 
by butchers. but the 2-5 year class is still 
retained at ‘most shows, and without them 
the exhibitions would not be fully representa- 
tive of the country’s beef trade. Though the 
housewife looks for small cuts of meat, the 
bigger joints from the older animals continue 
tio be in demand from hotels and restaurants. 


Cost of Feeding. 


It; is probably true that few of the prize- 
winning exhibits would stand the test of 
searching inquiry imto feeding costs. Feeding. 
for showing and feeding for profit are seldom 
the same, though with more discretion in the 
choice of feeding-stuffs the difference need 
not be so considerable as it often is. Yet this 
does not mean that the shows have no educa- 
tional value. At most of them one may see 
representatives of. numerous breeds and 
crosses of meat stock, and can note their 
capacities as regards feeding qualities, early 
maturity and. weight for age The shows 
demonstrate what can be achieved under first. 
rate conditions with the various competing 
breeds and crosses, and what can at least be 
as ar in ordinary circumstances. 

. ,in the matter of early maturity, it may 
safely. be said. that breeders and feeders have 
now -reached the goal. Cattle finished as 
beef animals and showing weights of 8-9 cwt. 
at fifteen months—when scarcely out of calf- 
hood—sheep scalitig 1-2 cwt., according to 
breed, at under a year old, and pigs reaching, 
and often exceeding, bacon weights at six 
months, must surely represent the limits. 


Well-bred Stock Essential. 


Breeding and feeding must supplement one 
another in attaining the highest results. It 
is well known that the best bred cattle, sheep 
and pigs fatten much more quickly on given 
quantities of -food than animals of coarser 
type. Consequently the first stage in economi-
